- this our [fland were once a continent to France, as Yer- 
ftegan proverh , then I do ſuppoſe the moſt ancient name 
thereof was Samothea: afterwards, being made an Iſland by 


the ſea cating through that ligclalthmus , or neck of land | 


between Dover and Calice, it was called Albion, from Al- 
bion aſonne of Neptune; by whom, and whoſe poſteritie, it 
wasinhabited untill Bzute made conqueſt ofit. This Brure 
was not of the Trojaz bloud, bat was firſt a king of a people 
in Ital: called Rutzl:, who being driven from thence (toge- 
ther wita bis fonne Turazs) by eEncas prince of Troy, came 
into France, where they built the citie Toxrs; as T finde it 
reported by A!ſtedizs, in his chronologie of ancient cities, 
From thence he came into A/b;op, and vanquiſhing the old 
inhabitants thereof, he called 1t ( according to his own 
name) Britannia, or Britain. Aﬀcermwards it came to be in- 
yvaded by the Saxons, who came and took poſleflion of Loe- 
gria, the beſt part of Britain, leaving unto it the name of 
England which untothis day, with daily increaſe of honour, 
it ſtil] enjoyeth: this was in the yeare of our Lord 447, and 
inthe ſecond yeare of king Portiger. Theſe Saxons were 
meerly and originally a people of Germanie , as Verfegar 
again declareth; ſo thatthe Engslithmen iflued from the no- 
ble nation of the Germans, or from the Saxons coming 
thence. Howbeitthe whole countrey was not generally cal- 
led England, untill the Heptarchie ( or ſeven pettic king- 
domes of the Saxons) was brought into a Monarchie by Eg- 
bert king of the Weſt-Saxons, which happened about the 
yeare of our Lord 800, 


Iris alſo ſeen that the ancient Teutonichor German tongue, | 


is the very ground of our Engliſh ſpeech, although it be mi= 
xed now with many borrowed,yyords out of other langua- 
ges. And as true allo irvs, chit the names of our weekly 
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' dayes are no other then what thoſe ancient Saxons uſed, 
For being at the firſt heathens , they had many :dels which 
they worthippedzand among the reſt they appropriared feven 
to the {even dayes of the week, The firit was the idol of the 
Sunne, Which had a day belonging toir, and this they called 
Sunday, Which 198as much as to tay, the Sunnes day, 'T he 
next was thcidol of the Moon , whereof we yet retain the 
name of Myuzaday,in ſtead of Moonday. The third was the 
idol of Txſco,the molt ancient and peculiar God of all the 
Germans: and from this T'uz/co weretainthe name of 7'yyf- 
| day,or (as we now pronounce it) Teeſday. The fourth was 
the 1dol oder, whom they reputed as their god of warre: 
he was ſometimes a valiant captain amone them, and from 
hence came the name of 1odez/day, which through rra& of 
time 15 now called zedenſday,Thenext wastheir 1dol Thor, 
and of the weekly day which was dedicated to his peculiar 
ſervice, we yet retain the name of TÞ;:7/day , which among 
» the Daxes and Swedes 1s called Therſday, The fixth was 
| the idol of their goddefie Friza, from whence came the 
name of F7;day. The ſeventh and laſt of this number yvas 
their idol Seater, unto whom the day dedicated came to be 
called Saterday : 2nd thus came the dayes of the week te 
have their {eyerall names. And note, that alchough 1 gave 
notice formerly concerning EF gbecrt, thathe was the hrſt Mo- 
narch among the Saxons, by icducing the Reprorchic into a 
Monarchie, yet all the ſeyen kingdomes were not then under 
him, for he ſubducd onely the chief of them: and nor tl 
| Alured was all united, This Alurcd letr unto the Danes 
pafſeſlion, bur not Soveraignty, in Northumberland : he be- 
- gan toreigne in the yeare 873, and divided Exglazd into 
, ſhires. After this in the dayes of Ethe!dred , the Danes at- 
tempted once again to recover their ſoveratgniie, an&put the 
land to a great tribute; but inthe yeare of our Lord 1012, 
on S. B7iczes day at nighr, they were murdered in their beds: 
which being done. Swain king of Denmark came with a 
navie of ;50 fail into Exgland, and cauſed Frheldred to 
forſake his kinydome, leaving bothit and kisſubjeas to the
